The Lieutenant Governor and Mr. Gon- 
gales met at the corner of Main and Gervais 
Streets, just at the street car transfer sta- 
tion. There was no encounter or quarrel. 
Lieut. Gov. Tillman, the testimony now all 
seems tu be, simply drew a pistol and fired 
a bullet into the body of Mr. Gonzales. 
Most of those who saw the affair 
there was nothing said until after 
shot. One of Lieut. «tov. Tillman's 
corts says he thinks Mr. Tillman said, “I 
received your message,” and then fired. 
He is not certain to this. The other 
escort of Mr. Tillman says he did not hear 
anything and did not see the shooting, but 
thinks he would have heard any words 
‘had they been uttered, as he was right at 
hand.

There, with his head resting on a bundle 
of newspapers, he requested that his wife 
be sent for, and to friends, most of whom 

-Wwere in tears, he told® the story of the 
tragedy. Ten doctors were soon in at- 
tendance doing a!! they could to save Mr. 
Gonzales's life. It was promptly decided 
that the only hope was.to perform an ope- 
ration and get the true course of the bullet 
and try to repair the serious damage that 
evidently had been done. 

It was found that the bullet had entered 
the right side of the body between the 
eighth and ninth ribs and passed through 
the fore part of the body, coming out just 
above the free border of the ribs. At first 
it was thought the bullet had gone through 
the body from the front to the back, but it 


entered above the vest pocket on the right | 


and came out below and behind the vest 
pocket on the left side. 

Mr. Gonzales was taken to the Columbia 
Hospital. He stood the trip well. 
exactly two hours after the shooting that 
he was placed on the operating table. The 


operation lasted about two hours, and the ! 


patient bore it well. 

The most serious wound was the cutting 
of the transverse colon for about an inch 
and @ half, almost severing the intestine. 
This and the three other wounds of the in- 
testines were caréfully sewed. 

$ All during the afternoon messages came 
from all parts of the State inquiring into the 
cond n of Mr. Gonzales and what hope 
could offered was dispatched. At mid- 
night the surgeons issued this bulletin: 
“ Pulse 121, respiration 31; resting easily.’’

Monastery at Frederick City, Md., Aban- 
doned for New Structure Near 
Poughkeepsie.

FREDERICK CITY, Md., Jan. 15.—For 
the first time in 150 years this was moving 
day for the Jesuit Novitiate. 

The 116 priest scholastics, novices and 
lay brothers of the community, in charge 
of Rev. John O'Rourke, the rector, at four 
o'clock this morning attended the last mass 
in the old monastry, and two hours later 
left on a special train over the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad for their new home, St. 
Andrews-on-the-Hudson, near Poughkeep- 
sie it required: ten freight cars to carry 
} The altars 
will be shipped later. 

The novitiate here was the mother house 
of the Maryland-New York, Province of 
Jesuits. In 1758 three Jesuit fathers came 
to Maryland, and Father Williams became 
the first pastor of St. John's Catholic 
Church in Frederick in 1763. 

Father Williams was succeeded by 
Father Hunter, from England. In 1827 
Rev, John McElroy founded the Academy 
of the Visitation, which developed into one 
of the most flourishing schools of the 
South up to the civil war. In 1828 he 
erected St. John's College, which also be- 
came famous throughout the Southern 
States as a great seat of learning.

LINER ST. LOUIS 


Arriving Steamships Report That. 


They Did Not Sight Her, 


IS NOW FOUR DAYS OVERDUE | 


Manager Griscom Says the Company Is | 


Not Apprehensive About Her—She 
Left Cherbourg 17 Hours Late. 


The American liner St. Louis, now. near- 
ly four days overdue, had not been sighted 
at an early hour this morning. A wide- 
spread anxiety as to her whereabouts was 
made manifest yesterday at the American 
Line offices in the Empire Building, into 
which poured a constant stream of in- 
quiries in regard to the missing liner. 

To make the ship's whereabouts more 
doubtful, the Atlantic Transport liner Man- 
itou, which sailed from London on Jan. 1, 
sighted off Nantucket Shoals at 9:15 o'clock 
in the morning, three days late, and in re- 
sponse to a wireless message, had replied 
that she had seen nothing of the St. Louis. 

The Leyland Line steamship Lancastrian, 
Which sailed from Liverpool on Dec. 31, 
and the Phoenix liner British Empire, 
which sailed on the same date from Ant- 
werp, and whose westward route is ap- 
proximately the same as that of the St. 
Louis, both arrived yesterday with heavy 
weather stories, but no news of the over- 
due liner. Neither of these ships is as 
good a sea boat as the St. Louis, but both, 
in spite of stress of weather, made almost 
schedule time. 

The Allen State Line steamship Lauren- 
lian, commanded by Capt. Pickering, which 
arrived at Quarantine last night at 11.50 
o'clock also reported that she did not 
sight. the missing liner. The Laurentian 
sailed from Glasgow Jan. 3. For the 
first three days of the voyage, terrific 
westerly winds and high seas were en- 
countered. After that fair weather pre- 
vailed and the boat was able to make 
New York Bay almost on schedule time. 

An officer of the Red Star liner Vader- 
land, which arrived in port Tuesday, said 
at that time: 

co am very much surprised at hearing 
that the St. Louis sailed from Southamp- 
ton. Just before we sailed information 
came to us that the St. Louis had one 
boiler out of commission, and in conse- 
quence would remain in port for repairs.” 

American Line officiais still attribute the 
non-arrival of the St. Louis to heavy 
weather and leaky boilers. Clement A. 
Griscom, Jr., the General Manager of the 
line here, made this statement yesterday 
afternoon: 

“In response to inquiries about the St. 
Louis, the office of the American Line 
State that they have no apprehension what- 
ever about the ship, as several causes 
have contributed to delay arrival. She did 
not leave Cherbourg until Sunday fore- 
noon, nearly seventeen hours late, and ac- 
cording to her average speed for the last 
few voyages, was not due at New York 
until Tuesday afternoon. Furthermore, al! 
incoming ships have reported very heavy 
westerly weather, and are from twenty- 
four to thirty-six hours late, and the St. 
Louts, at the reduced speed at which she 
is running, would be retarded much more 
than usual by bad weather. 

‘It is known that the ship's boilers are 
not in good condit‘on for fast steaming, as 
she is to be withdrawn at the end of the 
present voyage to be reboilered. It is not 
~even believed that she has met one of 
the mishaps which frequently lengthen an 
ordinary sea passage by several days, such 
as a broken shaft or lost propeller. The 
COmeyay expects her to be reported at any 

ime. 

In explanation of the fact that the St. 
Louis had not been spoken since she passed 
Hurst Castle on Jan. 4, Mr. Griscom said 
that in the heavy weather reported by all 
incoming steamships it was difficult to see 
a vessel at any distance, and it was pos- 
sible that the St. Louis had been passed by 
some of the westward-bound liners and had 
not been observed. 

A number oi those who have friends and 
relatives aboard the St. Louis did not hesi- 
taie to criticise The management vesterday 
for dispatching the St. Louis when they 
were fuliy aware, and had been for some 
1ionins, of the leaky condition of the liner's 
Loilers. Dr. Robert Abbé, Professor of 
Surgery at the Post Graduate Medical 
Schcol, whose wife is one of the passengers 
on the St. Louis, said yesterday that he did 
net know anything about the condition of 
the steamship’s boilers until he read it in 
the newspapers. 

“TIT thonght there must be some mistake 
avout this,’’ said the doctor, “ until I in- 
cuired, and the officers of the line admitted 
it. But they say that makes no differene:. 
for the St. Leuis is entirely seaworthy and 
has seventecn. water-tight compartments. 
Nevertheless, ' would not have allowed my 
wife to sail from Southampton had I known 
abcut the boilers. I am not alarmed, how- 
ever” 

Otiers who made anxious inquiries yes- 
terday were J. M. Orkin, a prominent Mont- 
real merchant, whose wife is aboard, and a 
b's ary goods firm of this city, who were 
seeking news of T. J. Colton, one of their 
representatives, who is a passenger on the 
&t. Louis. 

When James A. Wright, the company’s 
Second Vice President, was told about the 
criticism of Dr. Abbé and similar criticisms 
by other persons, he replied that the leaky 
boliers, while they might reduce the steam- 
ing power of the St. Louis, would not af- 
fect her safety. Mr. Wright would not ex- 
plain why intending passengers had not 
been made cognizant of the condition of the 
boilers. 

The criticism made most frequently by 
shipping men is that the St. Louis has 
been overworked. On her half dozen pre- 
vious westward passages she has arrived 
here on Monday, and has sailed again for 
Southampton on the following Wednesday. 
The machinery, therefore, barely had time 
to cool, while the other big transatlantic 
liners usually allow their first-class pvas- 
senger ships a week's rest. American Line 
officials to justify themselves for working 
their ships so hard, say that they have 
only three of the St. Louis class, and that 
they could not replace her until the New 
York, which is now_being refitted. was put 
into commission. They had decided. also, 
to take off the St. Louis after this trip, for 
thorough repairs The usual Wednesday 
sailing was omitted this week. and that 
fact is urged as an additional reason why 
Capt. Passow is not trying to force his 
ip.

MONTEVIDEO’S ROUGH TRIP. 


Steerage Passengers Prayed Almost 
Continuously for a Safe Arrival. 


The Spanish steamer Montevideo, which 
left Cadiz on Dec. 30, arrived here yester- 
day, after what Capt. Grau said was the 
roughest trip he ever made. On the twelfth 
day out Francesco Merli, one of 190 steer- 
aye pussengers, died from heart disease 
caused by terror.

Inspector 
Leniel Sweeney of the Metropolitan Street 
Raiiway Company, who was at Forty-sec- 
oni Street. saw the flames and telephoned 
for the repair wagon. Then he went to the 
burn.ne cur. A number of cars had been 
biockec to the south. Sweeney gatherea 
scveral of the motormen together and di- 
rected them in throwing sand on the burn- 
ing car. In this way the blaze was extin- ; 
guished, 

Several windows in the car were broken 
hy the heat of the flames. The repair wagon 
arrived just after the fire had been extin- | 
gitshed, and the repair men put the car in 
condition to be taken to the barns. 

Meny of the passengers in the cars that 
had been blocked on account of the fire left | 
them to take eievated trains, causing an 
extra erush at the stations of the Sixth 
Avenue line between Fourteenth and Thir- 
ty-third Streets 


FIREMAN’S DARING DEED. 


Carries a Man to Safety Through 
Flames Along a Two-foot Cornice. 


Tireman McDermott of Engine Company 
No. 33 effected a thrilling rescue during a 
fire last evening at 25 Bond Street,,a three- 
story brick building. 

The second and part of the third story 
are occupied by Edward Mathias, manu- 
farturer of hats and bonnets. The other 
portion of the third floor and the attic of 
the building are occupied by Robinson & 
Wucher, dealers in furs. Adolph Robinson, 
David Wucher, and an office boy were in 
the office of their firm when a sheet of 
flame burst through the partition connect- 
ing the office with the Mathias section of 


the floor. 

Mr. Wucher and the office boy ran to the 
street by the stairway. Mr. Robinson 
stopped to get some valuable papers from 


the safe and found himself cut off by the 
flames. A smali wooden stairway led from 
the office to the attic. Mr. Robinson 
chmbted these stairs. The attic was filled 
with smoke, but he made his way to a front ; 
window and climbed out on a _ two-foot 
cornice. The flames had by that time 
reached tne front of the building and were 
sheeting up from a window a little to the | 
right of where he stood. 

n the meantime some one had turned in 
an alarm from a box at the corner of Elm 
and Bond Streets. As Engine 33, in an- 
swering the alarm. swung into Bond Street, 
McDermott saw Robinson in his perilous 
position on the cornice. Jumping from the 
engine, he rushed into the building at No. 
23 and up to the attic floor, whence he 
climbed out of the window on to the cor- 
nice. A sheet of flame separated him 
from Robinson. McDermott went back 
through the window. but pppeeres a min- 
ute later with a blanket. Then, pulling his 
hat down over his eves, he ran along the 
cornice through the flames to where Rob- 
inson stood, paralyzed with fear; threw 
the blanket over the man’s head and, pick- 
ing him up, carried him back over the cor- 
nice to the window in the attic of No. 23. 

As the rescuer and rescued disappeared 
through the window a shout went up from 
the crowd below, and when they appeared 
on the street the fireman was again 
cheered. 

The fire was confined to the third floor 
and attic of No. 25, and did damage to the 


extent of $1,500.

Inter-State Commerce Commis 


sion Hears His Story 
of the Deal, 


Sale of the Road to the Atlantic Coast — 
Line Due to Belief that the 
Gates Coterie Cared Only 
for Stock Market Profit. 


J. Pierpont Mergan was the principal wit- 
ness before a hearing by the Inter-State 


Commerce at thé® Federal 
Building in this city yesterday. He was 
called upon to explain the deal by which 
306,000 shares c:’ Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad stock taken from Harris, 
Gates & Co. in the Spring of last year, and 
how this stock was sold to the Atlantic 
Coast Line Raiiroad Company, thereby giv- 
ing to that corporation a control of the 
Louisville and Nashville property. 

Mr; Morgan, among other things, stated 
that he considerea that it would have been 
unfortunate for the business interests of 
the country for the control of that railroad 
to be in the hands of Mr. Gates and -his 
associates, for the reason that the Gates 
coterie knew nothing about managing rall- 
roads, and were interested only in the stock 
market profit to be derived from the trans- 
action. 

The hearing was in the matter of the 
complaint brought by the Railroad Com- 
mission of Kentucky, alleging primarily 
that the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. had

Q.—You considered the Gates element as a dan- 
ferous factor of the railroad world then? A.— 
That was it. 

Q.—Well, what next? A.—We found, upon in- 
qQuiry, that Mr. Gates and his friends had pur- 
chased a control of the Louisville and Nashville 
stock. The Directors had authorized the issue of 
50,000 shares of additional stock, and the Direct- 
ors had ordered the stock to be sold. It was sold. 
But the Directors had overlooked the fact that 
they could not deliver the stock until thirty days’ 
notice had been given for the “‘listing’’ of the 
stock on the Exchange. This complication had 
& most serious effect upon the entire business 
community. The parties who were liable to be- 
come affected then, as they are apt to do under 
Buch circumstances, came to J. P. Morgan & Co. 
and asked them to settle the trouble. We then 
went to work to adjust the situation. 

Mr. Morgan said that it was not neces- 
sary to state which of his partners con- 
ducted the negotiations, for it was all a 
firm matter. He said that his firm went 
to work to avoid such another ‘corner’ as 
overtook the market at the time of the 
Northern Pacific calamity. It was the ex- 
perience of the year before that induced 
the firm to take the matter up. 

“It was arranged,” continued Mr. Mor- 
gan, “that Mr. Gates should deposit with 
us for his own account 204,000 shares, and 
he was to deliver 102,000, which we were to 
Parennee. The 102,000 shares we were to 

uy at $120 a share, and for the other part 
we were to give receipts. The understand- 
ing was that we were to attempt to dispose 
of the entire 306,000 shares, and that if we 
could not place the entire amount in safe 
hands by Oct. 15 we were to return the 
shares we had purchased.

NORTHWEST MERGER SUIT.

Frederick G. Ingersoll, Special Examiner 
in the hearing concerning the merger of 
the Northern Securities Company, which 
has been going on for two days at the 
offices ,of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
49 Wall Street, gave out yesterday the tes- 
timony that has been taken at these two 
hearings. The suit that is now being heard 
is one of several suits, originally instituted 
by Gov. Van Sant of Minnesota. The Min- 
nesota authorities claimed that by the 
Northwest merger the Minnesota law that 
no two railroads running parallel can 
ae into one combination had been vio- 
ated. 

The two witnesses examined in the last 
two days were George F. Baker, President 
of the First National Bank, and Samuel 
Thorne, both large stockholders in thé rail- 
roads, and members of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Northern Securities Company. 

Mr. Thorne, in fact, in his testimony 
made the following brief answer to counsel, 
explaining the formation of the holding 
company, which the Attorney General of 
Minnesota, Mr. Douglass, claims is just 
what he has been trying to secure to prove 
his contention that the combination is 
against the laws of his State. 

“We have been talking for years about 
a holding company, and that was simply 
with the idea of keeping together the stock 
in which we had been interested from the 
commencement of the railway’s life. It 
was talked of as we casually met one an- 
other. It was generally understood.”’ 

“What do you mean by ‘ generally under- 
stood?” interrupted Col. Clough. general 
counsel of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. 

“I can only answer for myself,” was the 
reply. ‘“‘I never had any talks with any 
other gentlemen as to whether they were

POLICE PATROL REFORM 


Six-Section System Established 
by Commissioner Greene. 


Will Give Each Man Daily Eight 


Hours Patrolling, Four Hours 


Reserve Duty and Twelve 
Hours Off. 


Gen. Francis V. Greene, the Commis- 
sioner, under the authority conferred on 
him by Section 300 of the City Charter, 
yesterday issued an order, under which 
Rule No. 51 of the Police Department is 
s0 amended that dating from 7 P. M., 
Sunday, Jan. 25, the present two-platoon 
patrol system of four sections will be suc- 
ceeded by a six-section system without 
any platoon designation. 

The new system is of Gen. Greene’s own 
devising, and may be called the Greene 
System, as in the two weeks he devoted 
to its preparation he only consulted Dep- 
uty Commissioners Ebstein and Piper and 
Chief Inspector Cortright and Inspector 
Brooks on details of police service. The 
hew system calls for a daily tour of duty 
of twelve hours, comprising eight hours 
patrol duty and four hours reserve duty, 
and gives each patrolman twelve hours 
off duty daily. At all times two of the 
six section will be on patrol, one section 
on reserve duty, and three sections, or 
half the force of patrolmen, at home and 
off duty. 


The new scheme of patrol duty, like 
the two and three platoon schemes, works 
itself out by switching the six section 
so that in time the sections may come to 
the point where they will start Jan. 25. 
The working out of the six-section system 
will take 42 days. The old two-platooon 
system worked out in 96 hours. The three- 
platoon’s system pivotal point was never 
fully worked out, but it was planned to 
have it reach the point of beginning four 
times a year. The month of February was, 
however, an obstacle to the perfect opera- 
tion of the scheme. 

The Greene system at the start, 7 P. M., 
Jan. 25, puts the first, second, and third 
‘Sections on duty for twelve hours, and the 


fourth, fifth, and sixth sections off duty 
for twelve hours. At the first tour of duty 
the first and second sections will be on 
patrol, and the third in reserve in the 
station house until 11 P. M.. Then be- 
gin the rotations and switching of the sec- 
tions to 7 A. M., Monday, Jan. 26, by ro- 
tating the first three sections on patrol 
and reserve duty, by which the fourth, 
fifth, and sixth sections come on duty for 
twelve hours and the first three sections 
go home for twelve hours. By a mathe- 
matical and equitable arrangement of ro- 
tation the six scctions will in 42 days come 
to the point where they were at 7 P. M., 
Jan. 25, and the schedule will begin anew. 
During the 42 days the patrolmen of the 
city—the quota as given by Gen. Greene is 
6,842, including details—will have been on 
patrol and reserve duty 604 hours, and

THE THREE SYSTEMS COMPARED. 


The six-section system wipes out with 
the dash of a pen the evils, hardships, and 
chicanery of the old two-platoon system, 
which “just did” for many years until 
August, 1001, when Commissioner Murphy, 
mainly for politica! reasons, plaeated the 
Patrolmen's Association by establishing the 
three-piatocn or nine-section system, 
which was intendec to give the patrolmen 
eight hours of duty and sixteen hours of 
leisure daily. 

The two-platosn system was a compli- 
cated patrolman’s ‘“‘day” of ninety-six 
hours, taking in the ‘ dog watch,” 6 td 8 
A. M., *‘days off.” 6 A. M. to 6 P. M., 
45 long | days,” ‘short days,” ‘ mornings 
home, reserve utc patrol duty, involving 
much cumberscme switching and adjust- 
ment of schedules, and tor ‘nights off” 
taking, om the everage, 250 men from 
patrel duty, Such system tr the four days 
it “ worked out”’ gave the patrolman thir- 
ty-six hours of patrol, twenty-eight hours 
of reserve, and thirty-two hours off duty. 
It was full of abuses, however, which the 
three-platoon system corrected,.as under 
the latter there were no “nights off,” as 
will be the case with the six-section sys- 
tem : 

The system to go into effect Jan. 25 wili 
also do away with abuses such as time for 
meals when on duty. The men will not be 
allowed to go home, but must eat near the 
Station houses, and be quick about it, tak- 
ing not more than thirty minutes, and 
there will be no more “'Scuse me, Sarg., 
for '’n hour.” 

Taking 6,482 available patrolmen as a 
basis of calculation—and not counting sick 
men or detailed men—the two-platoon sys- 
tem gave the city a night patrol of 3,241 
men. The three-platoon system gave a 
night vatroi of 2,160 men. he six-section 
system will give the same number, less 
those on the sick list, and this loss of 
patrol force will be lessened, it is expected, 
by fewer men being on the sick list after 
the benefits of twelve hours off duty are 
experienced. lt srculd of course be remem- 
bered that if 2,18G men are on patrol at 
night—as in the day—there will be 1,080 
men in the station houses on reserve at all 
times, technicaily or practically on full 
patrol duty. The deficit of 1,080 men at 
night under the six-section system will be 
made up by lengthening the patrol posts 
until the .ew scheme is fortified by an in- 
crease of the force to, say, 8,000 men, is 
recommended by Gen. Greene, or a new 
scheme of patrol duty is devised or a re- 
turn is made to the two-platoon system. 

The amending ot Rule 51 by Gen. Greene 
cowmprehends the mapping out of a schedule 
of duty and leisure for Sergeants or acting 
Sergeants and Roundsmen or acting 
Roundsmen in ccnsonance with the six- 
section system, end on the basis of four 
hours’ patrol by the sections. This is, 
however, on the basis of a quota of four 
Sergeants and four Roundsmen for each 
station house. When there are but three 
Sergeants, each will do eight hours of desk 
duty and four of .eserve and twelve hours 
off duty. The rotation of the duty of these 
officers and sub-officers will work out 
every twenty-cigh’ days. 

The order amending the patrol system 
rule instructs the commanders of precincts 
to divide their forces into six sections un- 
der the direction of the district Inspector, 
and to map out the patrol posts of their 
commards in accordance with the new 
scheme of patrol. 


LETTER TO THE MAYOR. 


Jen. Greene, after promulgating the or- 
der amending Rule 51, sent a communica- 
tion to Mayor Lov in regard to the new 
schedult of police patrol service, in which 


he said: 

In devising a schedule of duty for the police 

it must be remembered that they are not a body 
of soldiers quartered in barracks and prac- 
tically without families; on the contrary, they 
are a body of civilian watchmen invested with 
certain constabulary powers, but living in their 
own homes with their families. Their hours of 
duty should be so arranged that the city can 
obtain trom them the greatest amount of se1- 
vice which they can perform, with due regard 
to their health and strength; but, on the other 
hand, they should not be expected to perform 
duty in excess of these requirements. Once the 
system is established a rigid compliance witn 
it should be exacted, otherwise the discipline 
and efficiency of the force will be seriously im- 
paired, 
Pin my judgment the present schedule, commonly 
known as the two-platoon system, demands more 
of the patrolmen than can be reasonably ex- 
pected of them, consequently it Is not lived up 
to. On the other hand, the schedule which it 
succeeded, commonly known as the three-platoon 
system, gave less service to the city than it is 
entitled to. The schedule which now goes into 
effect, and which will be known as the six-sec 
tion twelve-hour system, is intermediate between 
the two, and I believe it can be and will be 
strictly enforced. 

The essential feature of the three-platoon 
system was a tour of eight hours on patrol ana 
sixteen hours at home, or off duty, with the 
exception of every third day when eight hours 
on reserve at the station house wae taken from 
the hours off duty. This gave less service to 
the city than can properly be required of men of 
the physical health and strength of those on the 
police force. It provided that, at all times, one- 
third of the force should be on patrol, one-ninth 
on reserve, and five-ninths off duty. The amoun, 
on reserve was insufficient. 

After criticising the complications, hard: 
ships. and demerits of the two-platoon sys- 
tem Gen. Greene gives the features of his 
patrol scheme, already referred to, adding: 


The new schedule will provide that at all 
times one-third of the force will be on patrol, 
one-sixth on reserve, and

On the question of the reduction of the 
night patrol foree by the six-section system 
Gen. Greene said: 


It has been claimed by those who advocate 
the present system that more trolmen are 
required at night than during’ the day. This 
may be true, so far as the detection of crime 
is concerned, but there are duties of the police 
in connection with the regulation of street traf- 
fic and the enforcement of the ordinances of 
the Street Cleaning, Building, and Health De- 
partments which are second in importance only 
to the detection of crime, and which affect 
the comfort and convenience of every resident 
of the city, and these ordinances cannot be 
properly enfotced with only one-quarter of the 
force on patrol during: the day under the system 
now in operation. 

It seems to me, therefore, proper that the force 
on patrol and cn reserve should be uniform 
throughout the twenty-four hours. The ob- 
jection that eight hours is too long a tour of 
eentinuous patrol has been met as far as practi- 
cable by providing that, in one week out of 
three, the tour of patrol shall be divided into 
two tours of four hours each, with a tour of 
reserve intervening. 


INCREASE OF THE FORCE. 


Gen. Greene urges on the Mayor “in the 
strongest possible terms” the propriety of 
obtaining legislation which shall permit 
as rapidly as possible an increase of the 


force, so that in connection with the in- 
troduction of the telephone signal system, 
about to be introduced, there will be a 
stronger night patrol force. Col. Partridge 
and ex-District Attorney Philbin recom- 
mended an increase of 2,000 patrolmen dur- 
ing 1003, Gen. Greene recommends that in 
1:03 and 1904 the force be increased by 700 
patrolmen each year and during each suc- 
ceeding year by 200 patrolmen, and that 
540 ktoundsmen instead of 390 be the quota, 
as six are revuired.for each precinct. Gen. 
Greene adds: 


In connection with the increase of the force 
the rate of pay should be carefully considered. 
Under the existing law the patrolman receives 
$800 the first year, and, by rapid increase, re- 
ceives $1,400 after five years. Nearly 90 per 
cent, of the patrolmen are at present receiving 
the $1,400 salary. It is generally conceded that, 
in addition to free medical service and the bene- 
fits of the Pension Fund, this is a very liberal 
compensation, and is provably more than the 
same men could obtain in other lines of em- 
ployment, 

I deem it, however, impracticable to attempt to 
reduce the rate of pay of the men now on the 
force, but, as to all appointments made after 
the passage of the legislation above referred to, I 
recommend that the compensation of patrolmen 
shal! be $800 the fir:t year, and increased by 
$50 each year, until after twelve years of 
service, when the maximum of $1,400 a year 
will be reached, and that the system of grad- 
ing. provided for in Section 299 of the city char- 
ter, which has no other practical effect than 
to fix the rate of pay, shall be abolished as to 
all men appointed on the force subsequent to 
the passage of new legislation, provided that 
each successive increase of pay shall be made 
only after examination and approval by the 
Police Commissioner of the record, efficiency, 
and conduct of each patrolman, and a written 
certificate of such examination and approval 
filed by. the Police Commissioner, The practical 
effect of this will be to require twelve years of 
service from tuture appointees in order to ob- 
tain the maximum pay, instead of five years 
as at present. 

In making these recommendations it is proper 
to state that the reduction of the force on 
patrol at night had been adopted with re- 
luctance, and only in the confident belief that 
an increase of the force will be authorized at 
an early day, and that the telephone signal 
service can be introduced at the same time. 
Should these expectations not be realized it may 
be necessary to return to the two-platoon sys- 
tem, notwithstanding its defects, 

~e have,” said Gen. Greene, comment- 
ing upon it, “been busy with this patrol 
scheme daily for two weeks. If it is any- 
body's it is mire, as no one else desired 
it, while I consulted with Deputy Com- 
missioners Ebstein and Piper and In- 
spectors Cortright and Brooks as to various 
details. I think we shall get as much and 
as good service out of the six-section 
plan as out of the two-platoon system. 
We shal! lengthen the patrol post, and 
shall exact faithful patrolling. The sys- 
tem that goes out Sunday week was not 
lived up to. The men didn’t patrol their 
posts.’ 

Many patrolmen were asked their opinions 
of the new system. None gave a direct 
answer. The general responses were: 
“Can't say; haven't studied it.’ ‘ Would 
prefer the three-platoon system.” ‘ Don't 
know how it will work.’' ‘“ Twelve hours 
off ain't so bad."" None of the superior 
officers of the department would consider 
any question in regard to it.

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NEW USE FOR FORMALINE. 


Dr. C. C. Barrows’s Experiment with the 
Antiseptic in the Treatment of 
Blood Poisoning. 


Formaline, a drug known to the medical 
profession as the strongest of antiseptics, 
is, according to the reports read at the 
meeting of the New York Obstetrical So- 
ciety, a cure for sepsis, or blood poisoning. 
At the latest meeting of the society Dr. 
Charles C. Barrows of 8 West Thirty-sixth 
Street submitted a report of an experiment 
which he had made in Bellevue Hospital 
on a patient, who, after giving birth to a 
child, had a temperature of 108 degrees 
and a pulse of 160. Experiments are being 
made on animals, and it is expected that 
more results by the use of the drug will 
be made known. The injection of formaline 
into the veins nad not been heard of until 
Dr. Barrows read his paper. 

The patient was in ward twenty-three of 
Bellevue Hospital, having been admitted 
there on December 25, while suffering 
from sepsis or blood-poisoning. <A _ blood 
culture was taken and it was found to 
be full of septicaemia, known to the med- 
ical profession as streptococci. After the 
injection of formalline the patient recov- 
ered rapidly. 

The belief at the start was that the 
patient was dying, and the most radical 
measures were used to save life. Five 
hundred cubic centimetres of formaline 
were injected into the vein of the left arm. 
The effect seemed, according to Dr. Bar- 
rows’s report, to be almost instantaneous. 
A second injection was given her and her 
pulse and temperature fell to normal. 
The patient is recovering now. 

Several prominent  obstetriclans who 
heard Dr. Barrow deliver his lecture said 
yesterday that in their opinion the dis- 
covery was of the most important kind, if 
it proved successful in more cases, 

Dr. J. Clifton Edgar said: 

“ Formaline has been used an an antl- 
septic, but has never to my knowledge been 
injected before, and to Dr. Barrows be- 
longs that discovery. It is, of course, the 
first case, and others may not, on account 
of their physical condition, respond so 
readily."’ 

Dr. Henry Frauenthal gave Dr. Barrows 
full credit for the discovery, but said that, 
as it was the first case, he thought that 
both the medical profession and the lay 
people should await other experiments with 
the drug. 


DE TERNAY STATUE AWARD. 


Philipe Martin of This City Wins the 
Prize Before a Jury of Sculptors. 


The jury selected to pass upon the stat- 
ues submitted in a competition by sculpt- 
ors for the Admiral De Ternay Monument 
to be erected at Newport, at a cost of 
$20,000, at the point of debarkation of the 
French troops awarded the prize to Philip 
Martin of this city. The competition was 
held in Knoedler’s Art Galleries, and there 
was a large crowd present. 

The jury consisted of Augustus Saint-Gau- 
dens, Daniel Henry French, M. Rathskul, 
William Cooper, and Herbert Adams. 
Among the sculptors who submitted stat- 
ues were M. Hamar, who conceived and 
modeled the Rochambeau. Monument; To- 
netti, Rappetti, Pierret, ae and Mo- 
reau-Vauthier, and Berasse of Paris.

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| POLICY GANG CAPTURED 


Six Prisoners Landed, Five with 
Slips Upon Them. 


One, After a Struggle, Succeeds in Swal- 
lowing Evidence—What Was Found 
in a House and a Butcher Cart. 


Martens of the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Police Station, with the 
assistance of six of his precinct detectives, 
yesterday rounded up and placed under ar- 
. rest a sextet of policy men who are be- 
lieved to have been operating with great 
Success in Harlem for several weeks past. 
Five of the men were held for examination 
in the Harlem Police Court and one was 
paroled, as there was no evidence against 
him, he having, according to the police, 
chewed up and swallowed the policy slips 
he is alleged to have had with him when 
arrested. 

The men under arrest are William Parks, 
the alleged head of the gang; William Da- 
vis, a negro; Sanford and George Ennis, 
and Peter Ensor. 
George Schlosser. 

About a week ago Capt. Martens re- 
ceived information that a gang of policy 
men were operating in his precinct. He 
at once detailed Detectives Lintner, Coyle, 
Meyer, Liebers, Smith, Davis, and Van 
Boskirk to obtain evidence and arrest the 
whole gang. It was no trouble to find 
traces of the goings and comings of the 
runners concerned in the swindling game, 
but it was very difficult to catch any of

them with them,” 


speak, 

Liebers first started the ball rolling when 
he happened to run across Davis, the ne- 
gro. Liebers gave him to understand that 
he very much desired to make a play, and 
finally the negro, never for a moment sus- 
pecting the identity of the new customer, 
gratified his desire and received a marked 
twenty-fjve-cent piece. The marked piece 
turned up yesterday when the gang was 
captured. In three days Liebers won the 
confidence of the negro, and yesterday 
morning, when he met him, placed him un- 
der arrest and escorted him to the police 
station. There Capt. Martens closely ques- 
tioned the prisoner in regard to the gang of 
which he was a member, and gained all 
the information the negro had, together 
with the fact that he was to meet Parks, 
the man the Captain was most anxious to 
apprehend, about 9 o'clock at the corner of 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street and 
Seventh Avenue. 

Parks was at the trysting place on time, 
and was met by Capt. Martens and De- 
tectives Davis, Meyer, and Coyle. Capt. 
Martens placed the man under arrest, and 
demanded his home address. This informa- 
tion Parks absolutely refused to divulge, 
and the Captain decided to see if the tele- 
phone people knew anything about him. He 
found that Parks had a private telephone 
in his house, at 238 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-third Street. The prisoner had 
enough incriminating evidence on his per- 
s0n when arrested to justify his retention 
by a Magistrate, but a visit to his house 
resulted in a great deal more valuable evi- 
dence being obtained, for here the detec- 
tives found policy stamping machines, pol- 
icy slips—in fact, a complete outfit for 
carrying on the swindle. arks’s wife and 
daughter offered, vigorous but futile op- 
position to the investigations of the in- 
truders., 

While the detectives were at the house a 
butcher wagon drove up to the door, and 
the driver, Ensor, was plensentiy greeted 
by Meyer and Smith. The officers after a 
little chat decided to inspect the wagon, 
with the result that at the bottom of an 
insignificant looking little basket they 
found hidden snugly away beneath a sir- 
loin steak a lot of policy slips representing 
investments of between $40 and $0. Ensor 
was placed under arrest and taken into the 
house for temporary safe keeping. 

In a little while George Ennis walked. in. 
The newcomer saw that something was 
wrong, and, assuming a look of innocence, 
asked Capt. Martens if he could get a fur- 
nished room. The Captain said that he 
could be accommodated, and motioned to 
Coyle to arrest him, This was done, and a 
search of his clothing brought to light pol- 
icy slips representing a total of about 
$u5. The slips were in envelopes, and En- 
nis expressed much astonishment at the 
nature of the missives the envelopes con- 
tained. He said that they were for his 
brother Sanford, who ran a bicycle shop at 
462 West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street. 

Mr. Schlosser happened in about this 
time, and it did not take a second glance 
for him to realize that there was troubie 
in the air. The police grabbed him, but not 
quick enough. tefore Coyle, who was the 
nearest man, could pinion him, he had a 
wad of crumpled papers in his mouth, The 
detectives tried to choke him, but Schlosser 
refused to spit the paper out, and Coyle 
in trying to get at it had his thumb badly 
bitten. Try as they would, the detectives 
could not prevent the man from swallowing 
the wad. 

Capt. Martens and his men paid a_visit 
to the bicycle establishment of Sanford En- 
nis, where a quantity of policy parapher- 
nalia was discovered and Sanford No. 
was taken into custody. 

Parks, who is said to be at the head of 
the gang, is already under indictment for 
running a policy game, according to Capt. 
Martens, He having been arrested some 
months ago during the régime of Capt. 
Hogan in the West One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street Precinct. 


“TIPSTER” AN “ QPERATOR.” 


Mr. Jerome Says He Knows Who Sent 
Information to a Place That In- 
spector Walsh Raided. 


District Attorney Jerome, just before he 
lett for Lakeville, Conn., where he will re- 
main until after Sunday, announced yes- 
terday that he had ascertained the name 
of the “tipster’’ who had informed the 
owners of the alleged poolroom at the 
northwest correr of Twenty-eighth Street 
and Sixth Avenue that was raided on Mon- 
day afternoon by Inspector Walsh of the 
coming of the police. He said that some 
action would be taken immediately after 
his return from the country. He described 
the “ tipster "’ as an “ operator.”

Senators Brown and Elsberg would 
nothing. The air of mystery with which 
the bolters surround their intentions is pro- 
voking some ridicule and some serious com- 
ment. Some of those who see the humorous 
side of the situation have already dubbed 
them Brutus, Cassius, and Casca, and 
whenever the subject of the bolt is men- 
tioned place their fingers to their lips, 
murmur “ hush,”’ and then in tragic whis- 
per say: “ Beware the ides of March.” 

Those who take the bolt seriously, how- 
ever, are wondering why there should be 
any mystery. When the three Senators 
announced that they intended to vote 
against the programme laid down by the 
party leaders for the organization of the 
Senate, they said that their purpose in 
so doing was to register a protest against 
the parceling out of Senate places by out- 
side bosses. 

This was considered high ground, and 
their position was seriously indorsed by 
many of their fellow-members of the Legis- 
Jature, who did not have the courage to 
join them in their crusade. But if stand‘ng 
for a principle is their only purpose, ther: 
are some who are unable to understand 
why they should seek to throw any mys- 
tery about their iniended line of action. 

The apprchensive politicians, therefore, 
are endeavoring to get some satisfactory 
explanation of the secrecy. The fact that 
they ahsolutely refused to consider the 
overtures which were made to them for de- 
sirable committee places is considered as 
proof that they are not seeking patronage. 
it is known positively that what they re 
ceived in the way of Chairmanships came 
to them without even se much as a sug- 
gestion from them as to their preferences. 

The generally accepted explanation of 
their attitude is that they are actuated by 
political motives. They realize that they 
cannot defeat Senator Platt, but they be- 
lieve, it is said, that they can do much to 
cripple his power as a dictator, and it is 
toward this end, it is understood, that 
their energies wil) be directed. In this ef- 
fort they count upon influential assistance 
As their conduct is explained, it is be- 
cause they probably do not wish to disclose 
their hand and tnus forfeit any advantage 
which they might otherwise have in per- 
fecting their purncse that they are keeping 
their own counse!. 

There ‘s much speculation as to how far 
the bolters wiil act with the Democrats 
upon matters cf legislation. In this con- 
nection the fact that Senator Brackett had 
a conference th:s morning with Senator 
Grady, !eader of the minority in the Sen- 
ate, is of interest. 

That the Democrats expect to 
upon the Republican bolt is clear. Already 
there are indications that the minority 
will this year watch every point in the 
legislative game. 

When the question of adopting the rules 
was under consineration in the Senate, Sen- 
ator Grady endeavored to have a change 
made which would prevent the substitution 
of Assembly bills for Senate bills on third 
reading. He failed to carry his point, 
Senators Brackett, Brown, and Elsberg not 
voting with him. 

When Senator Brackett asked last night 
that a bill which he introduced go to third 
reading without reference, Senator Grady 
objected. He said he was very desirous of 
showing every courtesy to the Saratoga 
Senator, but in view of the retention of 
the rule he had cepposed he would object to 
the advancement ot any Senate bill to third 
-reading which had not been considered in 
Committee of the Whole. This indicates 
how close a watch the Democrats intend 
to keep on legislition during the session. 

Juring the ijiast two vears it has been 
the custom for seme of the Tammany Sen- 
ators to go to New York on Thursday, ig- 
noring the Fridav session.

MINERS LIMIT COAL SUPPLY. 


Erie Company Produces Testimony to 
Show How the Union Restricts 
the Production. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 15.—Most of the 
testimony presented to the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission to-day was of a cor- 
roborative mature, the Erie Company, which 
has not yet conciuded its case, producing 
numerous witnesses to prove that the 
miners’ unicn is responsible for the al- 
leged restricticn of the hard-coal produc- 
tion. Chairman Gray of the commission, 
who has been ill at his home in Wilming- 
ton, Del., for several days, was present at 
the sessions. 

During the examination of Edward But- 
ton, a foreman employed by the Hiliside 
Coal and Iron Company, the fact was ad- 
duced, however, that the practice of re- 
stricting the number of cars loaded daily 
by one man had been in operation as far 
back as 1895, long before the United Mine 


Workers of America entered the anthracite 
region. 

The majority of the witnesses were mine 
foremen, who testified that the union was 
detrimental to discipline at the collieries: 
that mining is 2 comparatively healthy oc. 
cupation, and to acts of lawlessness comm- 
mitted during the recent strike. 

One witness, William Zorn, of Dunmore 
a contract miner, testified that he had been 
prevented by the union from erforming a 
certain contract, the driver refusing to fur- 
nish him with.a sufficient number of cars. 

President Mitchell explained to the com- 
mission that the union regarded with dis- 
favor the practice of mineps securing cer- 
tain work by prcposal. In many cases one 
contract miner has employed from twelve 
to fifteen laborers to do the work, while he 
would act ac &@ superintendent, performing 
no part of the actual mining. 

This the union considers pnjust to the 
other men, besides increasing the lability 
of accidents, as the contract miner could 
not pay proper attention to so many dif- 
ferent jobs. He said also that he had been 
informed that saloon keepers sometimes 
obtain these contracts and never enter the 
mines, but leave the work to the laborers. 

M. P. Blauvelt, auditor of the Hillside 
Coal and Iron Company and of the Penn- 
syivania Coal Company, offered numerous 
statistics to show the average earnings of 
the men in the company’s employ, and pro- 
duced figures to show what the earnings 
would be if the collieries worked full time 
at the rate of ten hours a day for a year. 
Counsel for the miners objected to this as 
evidence, but Chairman Gray decided that 
as the statements were computed from of- 
fice records were admissible. 

EK. M. Beyca, land agent of the compa- 
nies, was called to testify concerning the 
prosperity of the employes. Of the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company’s employes, the 
witness said, 21 8-10 per cent. of the whole 
are assessed as property holders, and 13 
per cent. ef the Hillside Company’s men 
are similarlv assessed.

ENGLISH COAL PRICES ADVANCE. 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—It was announced late 
to-day that the price of coal had ad- 
vaneed twelve cents per ton at the pit 
banks, partially due to the cold weather 
demands, and partly to increasing con- 
tract orders in view of the coal situation 


in America. 

It was said in Taverpool to-day that since 
Christmas more than sixty steamships 
have deen eharterea to load coal at vari- 
ous ports of the United Kingdom for the 
United States. 

According to cable dispatches received at 
Liverpool! from America, no further orders 
for coal wil! be booked at present, the be- 
lief being that the orders already entered 
will cause 1 serious congestion and expen- 
sive delay in shipping to American ports. 

The mustimportant houses, however, donot 
expect continued large exports of coal to the 
United States in consequence of the action 
of Congress. They believe that Canadian 
coal will benefit chiefly by the rebate. It 
is added that nearly all the English coal 
heretofore sent to America was ordered 
by speculators, the leading American mer- 
chants not being buyers on account of the 
length of time required to arrange for 
large shipments from England,

Most of them in former 
years have been ordering coal through the 
real estate agents from whom they rent 
their apartments, and now they are ignored 
by the dealers, because they are not iden- 
lifiee as regular customers.

ingness to do what they could.

The independents are simply 
taking the chances of continued cold 
weather and higher prices.” 

A. H. Chappel of 1 Broadway, a whole- 
sale dealer, could get coal, but it was 
only the $10 independent coal. 

“TIT can’t buy any railroad coal at all,” 
he said, ‘‘ though have been a customer 
of both the Erie and the Lehigh Vgiley 
Railroads for thirty years. My only re- 
source is to go into the open market and 
pay $10 a ton or whatever else I can buy 
coal for.”’ 

A representative of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western Railroad said that 
the idea of any collusion between the 
companies and the independent operators 
to keep up prices was preposterous. Neither 
was it true, he said, that the independent 
operators were holding up coai for higher 
prices.

DISBROW’S DEFENSE RESTS 


The Prisoner Not Asked to Testify 
in His Own Behalf. 


Witnesses for the State Called by the 
Young Man’s Counsel—Testimony 
Concerning Foster’s Bruises. 


RIVERHEAD, L. L., 
of testimony in the trial of Louis A. Dis- 
brow for murder in the first degree was 
concluded to-day. The accused young man 
did not take the stand in his own behalf.

SIMEON FORD TALKS POLITICS 


Ex-Collector Bidwell and Congressman 
Watson of Indiana Say a Word for 
Quigg to Nineteenth District 
Republicans. 


Cver 809 persons who have been accus- 
toined to vote the Republican ticket every 
time there was a chance with the regulari- 
ty of their habii of getting up in the morn- 
ing ar.d gcing to bed at night, gathered last 
night in the Concert Hall of Madison 
Square Garden on the occasion of the an- 
nual dinner of the Republican Organization 
of the Nineteenth Assembly District. 

It was a dollar dinner, but it was good 
and included “coon songs,’’ popular songs, 
and a band which played unceasingly. The 
singing began before the oysters were 
served and continued until the speechmak- 
ing. Lemuel Ely Quigg and Abraham Gru- 
ber sat a few seats apart, and ex-Collector 
Bidwell by interrupting the remarks of 
John C. Coleman, toastmaster of the even- 

. ing, added to the enjoyment of the occasion. 

William A. Crombie, the lateiy elected 
leader of the district, presided. He had in- 
troduced Mr. Coleman as the toastmaster, 
when there was a tooting of horns in the 
gallerics and the band played on under 
somebody’s instruction to do its best until 
the lights should go out. 

When Mr. Bidwell had been recognized 
by the diners as having the floor he said 
that the west side was agitated by two 
questions, ‘‘ What are we to do about Quigg, 
and what will we do without him?’ Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“An ex-Collector of the Port of New 
York said to me not long ago that he 
thought there was something the matter 
with my liver. I was not aware of it at 


the time, but now, when I think of Police 
Commissioner Greene, I fear that he, too, 
must have developed a case of ‘liver.’ One 
W. T. Jerome has it bad, but I must not 
talk about it lest he send for me. I, too, 
am a reformer, but an everyday reformer 
anxious about Quigg. What shall we 
do with him? Let him live on this earth? 
{Cheers, with cries of ‘ Yes!'’] Shail 
we let him live on this planet or send 
him to another? [Yells to the effect that 
he should stay here. ] 

“Is patronage a curse? (Emphatic ‘‘ No, 
no, no!"’) Must we deal with a civil serv- 
ice requiring that a man must be a grad- 
uate of Harvard to make him capable of 
running a public elevator? [Murmurs and 
groans at the sugestion and the tooting of 
tin horns in the gallery.) There was a 
duel in the Nineteenth, where Bruder 
walked over cobblestones hurtful to his 
corns in the interest of men who are not 
unwilling to take jobs at $2,500 each. He 
hustled for jobs for men who had worked 
for the ports, and some of them had been 
turned down = because one of them, 
who was destined to/ be a messenger, was 
found to be suffering with locomotor 
ataxia, and another with a lack of mem- 
ory.”

Zs conclusion the speaker presented to 
Charles F. Bruder a gold watch.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 15.—Alabama 
Republicans, in a second convention which 
will be held soon, will indorse Senator M.

SPOONER BOOM IN WISCONSIN. 


Preacher Starties the Senate by Asking 
the Presidency for the Senator and 
the Assembly Cheers.

MADISON, Wis., Jan. 15.—With the words 
“Our representative in Washington, our 
beloved Senator Spooner, may he live to 
See the day when he shall reach the great- 
est gift the nation hag to bestow,” the 
Rev. H. A. Winter, of this city, in his 
invocation at the opening of the Senate 
_ morning caused a furore in the cham- 

er. 

When the Senators realized that the cler- 
gyman was asking that the Wisconsin Sen- 
ator become President of the United States 
there was such a rustle that the next words 
of the clergyman were not heard. 

The prayer was the sequel to the nomi- 
nation of Senator Spooner last night by 
State Senator McGillivray, when he said: 
‘*I proposed the name of Senator Spooner 
in this body six years ago to-night, and to- 
night I agdin request that Wisconsin re- 
elect Senator Spooner. More than that, 
gentlemen, I hope to live to nominate our 
State’s favored son in 1908 for President 
of the United States.”’ 

There was no prayer then to check the en- 
thusiasm, and the speech was followed by 
applause which lasted for five minutes, 

The prayer was the talk of the lobbies 
later in the day. Cheers for the Senator 
were given by the assembly when the news 
of the preacher's request was told to the 
members of that body. 


GOVERNOR FIGHTS RAILROADS. 


Washington Executive Will Try to Pre- 
vent Vote on the Senatorship Till 
Bill Is Passed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Washington, Jan. 15.—Election 
of a United States Senator at Olympia will 
be delayed by the fight of Gov, McBride 
and his followers against James J. Hill and 
the railroads controlled by the Northern 
Securities Company. The Governor de- 
mands the passage of a law creating an 
appointive State Railway Commission be- 
fore the Senator shall be elected. 

After a vigorous campaign by the Gov- 
ernor aided by the wheat growers, a major- 
ity of the House of Representatives favor- 


able to a Railroad Commission was elected. 
A majority of the State Senate, however, 
led by the railroad interests, opposes the 
commission. 

Gov. McBride is holding the Railroad 
Commission adherents in line to prevent a 
Republican caucus for Senator’ unless 
enough votes in the Senate can be obtained 
to pass the Commission bill. 

The leading can@idates’ for the Senator-" 
ship are Levi Ankeny of Walla Walla and 
Harold Preston of Seattle. Mr. Ankeny op- 
poses the Railroad Commission, although 
a majority of his supporters from Eastern 
Washington are pledged to vote for the 
Commission bill. Mr, Preston, on the other 
hand, favors the commission, but his main 
support, consisting of the Seattle delegation 
of seventeen members, are strongly in favor 
of the railroads and will vote against the 
commission. 

This anomalous situation makes the Sena- 
torial contest somewhat uncertain, although 
Ankeny’s supporters assert that they will 
have enough votes to insure his election 
before the balloting progresses far. The 
balloting must begin next Tuesday. 


ICE YACHTING AT RED BANK. 


Charles Irwin’s Georgie Wins Club Pen- 
nant for Third-class Yachts.

SLAUGHTER OF PIGEONS 


Eastern Team Championship De- 
cided at Guttenberg Race Track. 


Jackson Gun Club Trio Won with 
Twenty-nine Killed—Only One 
Bird Got Away. 


Hundreds of live pigeons were slaughtered 
at the old racetrack, Guttenberg, N. J., 
yesterday in order to decide the Eastern 
Team Championship at live birds. Pigeon 
shooting has been outlawed in New York 
State, but as there is no ban against it 
in Now Jersey, matches are of almost dally 
occurrence there, and many residents of 
Greater New York and Long Island are to 
be found among thé gunners who take part 
in the events. 

The Eastern Team Champion shoot 
brought ‘a large number of gunners to the 
old race course, where, in the middle of the 
infield, a shooting box was erected. Two 
sets of ordinary traps, manipulated by hand 
pulls, were sotm got into working order, 
and from early forenoon until the poor 
light compelled them to desist an incessant 
fusillade was kept up by the gunners. The 
littie feathered targets were a pretty lively 
lot. The best of them were reserved for 
the championship match, while the poorer 
fliers were trapped for the miss-and-out 
eweepstake events which were decided be- 
fore and after the big match. 

The management provided dogs for re- 
trieving the wounded birds, and several 
men and boys were detailed to pick up any 
of the injured pigeons which fell near to 
or on the roof of the shooting box. Every 
precaution was taken, in order to put an 
end to the misery of any of the birds that 
fell out of bounds, and the men and boys 
wrung the necks of the little things with- 
out any delay. No bird was allowed to lie 
on the ground while another was being 
shot at. The orders were that each bird 
hit should be gathered immediately, and 
this was done in every case. 

Several of the pigeons proved to be too 
fast for the competing gunners, but very 
few of them escaped the small army of 


“* potters "’ who were lined along the out- 


side of the fence awaiting the chance to 
blaze away at the escaping birds. As 
many as a dozen shots were fired at some 
of the flying pigeons by the potters, and 
during the entire day only one bird was 
lucky enough to get away clean. It was 


a brown and white pigeon, which was 
sprung from the trap for “ Tom” Morfey 
in the final round of the team shoot. Mor- 
fey, who is one of the pectes trap experts 
missed the pigeon with both barrels, an 

the bird, helped by the wind from the 
west, sailed out over the fence toward the 
Hudson River. The pothunters on that side 
of the course all took shots at the light- 
colored target, but none seemed to hit it, as 
the pigeon soared away in the direction of 
New York. 

Fifteen teams of three men each took 
part in the Eastern Team Championship 
match, and the representatives of the Jack- 
son Gun Club of New Jersey, Capt. Money, 
G. Hopper, and A. Bunn, took first place 
with the high score of 29 killed out of 30 
birds trapped. Those who made straight 
scores of 10 each were, Capt. Money, A. 
Bunn, G. E. Grieff, S. Glover, and A. 
Kyte. Bach member of the winning team 
was presented with a silver cup, in ad- 
dition to the cash prizes. The Jeanette 
Club team divided second money, and the 
Brooklyn Gun Clhub’s second team and the 
tric from the East Side Gun Club tied for 
third place, and divided the money between 
them.

Article VIII. of the treaty, nego-

vears, and thereafter until, on twelve 
months’ notice from either nation, the 
treaty shall be terminated. The amend- 
ment, which is in the form of an addi- 
tion to this article, is here given: 

Provided, that while this convention is 
in force, no sugar, being the product of the 
soil of the Republic of Cuba, shall be ex- 
ported from said republic to the United 
States at a greater reduction of duty than 
20 per cent. below the rates prescribed 
by the act of July 24, 1897; and provided 
further, that while this convention is in 
force no sugar shall be imported into the 
United States from any other foreign 
country at a lower rate of duty than that 
imposed by the act of July 24, 1897. 

This seems to embody in specific form 
the general principle of the article to 
which it is appended. It would appear 
to be the intention of the amendment to 
make it of the essence of the contract 
that Cuban sugar should not come into 
the United States at a reduction’ greatér 
than 20 per cent. from the Dingley du- 
ties, and that the Dingley duty should 
be maintained upon all other foreign su- 
gar. ; 

A ireaty is the law of the land while 
it is in force. But Congress would not 
be restrained by this amendment from 
repealing altogether the Dingley duties 
on sugar. It vould ‘not be restrained 
from admitting all foreign sugars at the 
Cuban rate. This would abrogate that 
article of the treaty, and it would not 
be a nice thing to do unless our engage- 
ment with Cuba could be kept in some 
other way, by other concessions or agree- 
ments satisfactory to her. But the hands 
of Congress cannot be tied by a treaty. 

Our right to deny to other countries 
seeking under the favored-nation clause 
a reduction of duties similar to that we 
have granted to Cuba rests upon the fact 
that Cuba is a new nation. The Repub- 
lic of Cuba did not exist when we made 
our commercial treaties with other Pow- 
ers. It is open to us, notwithstanding 
this amendment, to negotiate with other 
nations treaties making a 20 or 50 per 
cent. reduction in sugar duties, although 
we are honorably bcund to make a new 
treaty with Cuba maintaining her pref- 
erential position. 

The amendment is a futility. There is 
no Constitutional way in which Mr. Ox- 
NARD can sell to the Government his 
consent to have this treaty ratified, ac- 
cepting in payment a binding guarantee 
that no further change shall be made in 
sugar duties for the next five years.

COLOMBIAN CANAL SENTIMENT. 
The Panama Canal situation is now at 

a stage when neither negotiator can af- 

ford‘ to make any false moves. Finesse 

is exhausted, and all concerned are face 
to face with facts. As between the 

United States and the canal company 

the offer to sell the company’s conces- 

sion lapses by its own limitation on 

March 4. The offer might be renewed; 

also it might not be, if any other better 

offers were made, and were not exclud- 
ed from acceptance by a declaration of 
policy by the United States. 

As between Colombia and the United 
States the law requires that the Presi- 
dent shall acquire “ perpetual control of 
a strip of land, the territory of the Re- 
public of Colombia, not less than six 
miles in width. * * *” As regards the 
United States, this is a sine qua non. 
The law and the principles involved for- 
bid the United, States to take any step 
without this concession. 

But there is Colombian public opinion, 
hitherto little known and not reckoned 
with. It must be taken into account. 
We find in The Panama Star of Dec. 30 
the report of a commission which met at 
the San Carles Palace by the summons 
of the Vice President. There were pres- 
ent several members of the Government, 
the Supreme Court Magistrates, the At- 
torney Genaral, the State Counselors, 
and several private gentlemen, who, aft- 
er discussing the main, points of the ne- 
gotiations; delegated to three of their 
number the duty of drafting a report 
upon Colombian opinion. This report 
puts the matter in a way rather novel 
to Americans.

“MOST FAVORED NATIONS.” 

The vote by which the Reichstag in 
effect asked the German Government to 
tax American petroleum in order to “ es- 
tablish a national refining industry,” 
shows the same yrotectionist spirit which 
has thys far dominated the tariff legis- 
lation of the Reichstag. One delegate 
made a very good point when he warned 
the Legislature that its action would be 
futile, since the same attempt had been 
in France, and every one of the 
twenty-four French refineries called into 
being by the law was now in the con- 
trol of the Standard Oil Company. It is 
doubtless true, however, that they em- 
ploy F¥ench labor, as German refineries 
would employ German labor. 

But the main interest of the debate 
was the speech of the Secretary of the 
Interior, in the course of which he un- 
dertook to explain and defendgthe ac- 
tion of the Government in nullifying, as 
he admitted the measure would do, the 
clause” in the 
treaty with the United States. This he 
justified upon the ground that the United 
States did it, and was the first to do it. 
‘““When the United States,” he said, 
‘““makes concessions to other countries 
under treaty, disinterested States do not 
acquire “these concessions without on 
their part making new concessions, Ac- 
cordingly, when we make new treaties, 
the United States will not enjoy the ad- 
vantages thereof without rendering an 
equivalent on its part.” 

This is an unfair statement of our po- 
sition and of the case. We have as- 
sumed for ourselves, and acknowledged 
in other nations the right to make 
treaties of reciprocity, under which one

“nerve” of the request that ex-slaves be 
pensfgned is quite outdone in this circular, 
which calmly petitions Congress to pur- 
chase in Western Africa a tract extending 
300 miles along the coast and 1,000 miles 
into the interior, where ex-slaves and what 
are called their ‘ offsprings,’’ may build up 
a new United States with a free and inde- 
pendent Government of their own. The ex- 
penditure suggested is $250,000,000 the first 
year, and $125,000,000 the third and the 
fifth, or $500,000,000 in all. This neat but 
not gaudy sum is to be expended, to quote 
from the circular, as follows: 

1. To send all the blacks from the infected [sic] 
districts of the disfranchised States to the new 
African territory and replace them if necessary 
by foreigners. 
®. To send all the blacks who want to go and 
those unemployed and homeless to the new 
African territory. 

8. To send two-thirds of all the black convicts 
from each State and Territory, also from the 
District of Columbia, to the new African terri- 
tory.

——There are several reasons of measura- 
ble weight for preferring the services of 
unmarried to married? women as teachers 
in the public schools, or in any other 
school for that matter, but neither the 
existence of those reasons nor the fact that 
scme of them are not frequent topics of 
general discussion justified the drafting by 
any member of the Board of Education of a 
resolution like that now awaiting the action 
of thai body. For the resolution treats the 
marriage of teachers as an offense to he 
punished after trial on “ charges,’ and, of 
course, it is no such thing. It seems to us 
that what is needed is not an iron rule 
against marriéd teachers, but a settled pol- 
icy to get and keep good teachers, and that 
the dismissal or the retention of the teacher 
who marries should be decided by the effect 
which her change of state has upon her 
efficiency as a teacher. Each case should 
be settled on its own merits, and only the 
interests of the school should be regarded 
by the board. The idea that the position of 
teacher should be given to unmarried wo- 
men because they need the salary more 
than married women do is utterly indefen- 
sible, and it should be condemned whenever 
presented, no matter by whom or in what 
shape. Schools are maintained for the edu- 
cation of children, and the fact that they 
also provide adults with a means of earning 
a living is one that should be kept strictly 
incidental. As long as a teacher does satis- 
factory work, the Board of Education, so 
far as we can see, has no business to ask 
whether she is married or not. The preven- 
tion of marriage is against public poltcy, 
anc to make it the basis of ‘‘ charges" is 
w:cked as well as absurd.

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ART NOTES. 

The Corcoran Gallery at Washington is 
showing the water colors of a local painter, 
Mr. Walter Paris, including a picture -of

A correspondent of The Morning Post 
writes from Rhodesia to say that the mas- 
sive ruins at Zimbabwe, discovered by 
Mauch and described by Bent, are being 
cleared of rubbish. The Curator of the 
Rhodesian Museum at Buluwayo has made 
a favorable report on these excavations, al- 
though there is no archaeologist in charge. 
The walls of what is called the great tem- 
ple stand 35 feet high and are 15 feet thick 
at the base. The building is elliptical, 300 
feet long, and along the southern wall it is 
decorated with two carefully executed rows 
of stone in zig-zag pattern. Three gaps in 
the northern wall form as many entrances. 
The most striking features of the interior 
are the great cone of cut stone, a solid 
structure, and the passage that leads up 
to it. The latter follows the curve of the 
outer wall, and is only two or three feet 
wide, opening near the cone at the south- 
ern.end of the building. “It is quite a 
curious experience to walk along the pas- 
sage with the walls of hewn stone rising 
nearly thirty feet on both sides, and with 
only a narrow slit of sky visible above. 
The cone, too, is a remarkable structure, 
standing as it does even now about thirty- 
five feet high, though some of the top 
courses have fallen. Like the walls, it is 
formed of small, dressed blocks of granite."’ 


Ruins near by on a hill are equally mas- 
sive and labyrinthine. ‘‘ From the artifi- 
cially enlarged rock platform with its huge 
ranite pillars projecting ten or twelve feet 
nto the air one can survey the distant 
mountains, the native kraals perched on 
the kopjes, the imposing temple whence 
ascends the sound of the laborers as they 
sing at their work, and the fine sweep of 
the wall below which appears to have at 
one time encircled all the now ruined 
structures.’’ It was here that Bent found 
the religious emblems that caused him to 
connect the ruins with an early settlement 
of Phoenicians and the remains of gold 
smelters’ pots which suggested King Solo- 
mon's mines and the fabled Ophir. A rail- 
way runs to within 150 miles of Zimbabwe, 
and it is strange that no one representing 
the British Museum should be on the spot 
to direct the work, photograph things in 
situ, and watch that the workmen do not 
destroy or secrete objects which may indi- 
cate the period when these ruins were new 
and the race which erected them.

Another is 
a sketchy drawing of his wife, Saskia, ly- 
ing in bed. ‘“‘ The Old Farm," by Is@ac van 
Ostade; ‘The Mill,"" by Hobbema; “ The 
Woman Before the Mirror,”’ by Terburg: a 
tavern scene by Palamedes, are among the 
Dutch pieces reproduced. Other cuts show 


old enamels from Limdges, thirteenth cent- 
ury bronze figures in high relief adorned 
with enamels, pieces of the rare faience of 
Saint-Porchaire, old French and _ Italian 
majolica, Bishop's crosses in enameled 
metal and in ivory, sculptures by Clodion, 
antique bronze statuettes, Greek, Graeco- 
Roman and Egyptian, and pages from a 
fifteenth century manuscript, “ History of 
Alexander,” splendidly painted, with 
scenes of warfare and the Court. Some 
idea of the richness of the hoards made by 
the two penurious collectors from Rouen 
may be gained from this number, which in 
the American edition contains beside the 
French text an English translation and 
some local art notes.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Tillman (Dem., S. C.) continued 
his discussion of trusts and monopolies, 
basing his remarks on the Vest résolution 
regarding the removal of the duty on coal.

WASHINGTON, Jag. 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to-day 
ordered a favorable report on the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty, and it was reported 
this afternoon in the executive session. 

The most important feature of the treaty 
as it left the committee is an amendment, 
désigned to conciliate the opposition to a 
lower rate on Cuban sugar, providing that 
the United States shall not, during the life 
of the treaty, grant to any other country 
any reduction from the Dingley tariff rates 
on sugar. The effect of this provision would 
he to kill off the other pending reciprocity 
treaties which contain concessions on cane 
sugar. Those now before the Senate are 
with Barbados, British Guiana and Jamai- 
ca, Treaties with Argentina, Ecuador and 
Nicarauga contain sugar clauses, but those 
preposed conventions died from inanition, 
because practically abandoned by both 
parties. 

An amendment was made which makes 
the reduction on caitle imported from the 
United States into Cuba 40 instead of 20 
per cent. Gen. Bliss, who was consulted 
with regard to that amendment, expressed 
the belief that the Cuban 
would accept the modification in favor of 
Amefican cattie. The change was made 
at the request and in the interest of cattle 
raisers in the South, who asserted that the 


reduction on cattle should pe as large 
as on the manufactures of the North. The 
effort to include an amendment in favor 
of American-grown tobacco was renewed, 
but without success. 

Article 8 of the treaty, as amended by 
the committee, reads as follows: 


The rates of duty herein granted by the United 
States to the Republic of Cuba are and shall 
centinue during the term of this convention 
preferential in respect to all like imports from 
other countries. and in return for said prefer- 
ential rate of duty granted to the Republic of 
the United States, it is agreed that the conc?s- 
sior.s herein granted on the part of the Republic 
of Cuba to the products of the United States 
shal! likewise be and shall continue during th 
term of this convention preferential in respect 
to ali like imports from other countries, Pro- 
vided, that while this convention is in force no 
svgar being the product of the soil or the in-

eustry of the Republic of Cuba shall be exported | 


from said republic to the United States at a 
greater reduction of duty than 20 per cent. be- 
low the rates prescribed by the act of July 24, 
1897, and provided further, that while this con- 
vention is in force no sugar shall be imported 
into the United States from any foreign country 
at a lower rate of duty than that imposed by 
the act of July 24, 1897. 

All the Republicans and Senator Morgan 
voted for the report. Senators Bacon of 
Georgia and Bailey of Texas voted against 
it. Senator Rawlins of Utah did not vote, 
—_ Senator Money of Mississippi was ab- 
seni, 

Mr. Cullom will endeavor to get a vote on 
the treaty, but it is feared the opposition 
will use every parliamentary device to pre- 
vent action. n effort is being made to 
solidify the Democratic Senators against 
Yatification, and while it is probable that 
cifort will fail, it is not unlikely that a suf- 
ficient number may be induced to join in 
a fijibuster to prevent a vote. With all the 
Senators voting, fifty-nine votes would be 
= for ratification. 

he opposition by the Democrats to the 
Cuban treaty will be directed by Senator 
Bailey, who expresses confidence in being 
able to prevent the majority from getting 
the necessary two-third vote. The ma- 
jority leaders, on the other hand, have rea- 
son to believe they will gain the aid of sev- 
eral conservative Democratic Senators, and 
they mention among these Senators Vest, 
Bate, Cockrell, Morgan, and Pettus. 

Senator Elkins had a long conference to- 
day with Senator Bailey to discuss the sit- 
uation. It is said that Elkins will not vote 
against ratification. Senator Cullom in- 
tends, to get the treaty before the Senate 
Monday. 

The motive of the Democratic Senators in 
opposing the Cuban treaty is the subject 
of some curiosity. The position of the Sen- 
ators from Louisiana, where the cane sugar 
industry is at stake, and of Senators who 
are drawn by sympathy to align them- 
selves with them can easily be understood. 
But with the rank and file it is believed 
that the opposition is based on a party mo- 
tlve—the desire to put the Republican Sen- 
ators “‘in a hole.” 

That this is the situation would appear to 
be corroborated in the fact that Republican 
Senators who have been the most strenu- 
ous opponents of reciprocity with Cuba 
now declare that as a party question they 
could not vote with the Democrats. Sena- 
for Foster to-day said that there were 
twenty-six votes pledged against the 
treaty, and only three Republican votes 
were needed to kill it. Overtures were 
made during the day to the ultra bect 
sugar Senators. but to the surprise of the 
Democrats they met with no encourage- 
ment. 

‘One prominent beet-sugar Senator said 
to Senator Foster: ‘‘ Much as I should like 
to defeat the treaty, TI cannot walk out 
alone to certain political destruction.” 

It is asserted by the Republican leaders 
that they have made a poll of their side, 
and they have found that the whole Repub- 
lican strength, with the exception, possibly, 
of Senator Mason of Illinois, who is not 
here, will be for ratification. Even Wel- 
lington of Maryland has agreed to vote for 
the treaty. 

Notwithstanding that it should not be 
accepted that the treaty will be ratified 
as a matter of course in the next few days. 
Behind: the Republican alignment on the 
proposition there is a strong masked op- 
position to the treaty. It is the old hos- 
tility of the Sugar Trust to Cuban reci- 
procity., withthe purpose of coercing the 
fubars to ask for annexation. With an- 
nexation the trust can buy raw sugar in 
Cuba and bring it in free. The Sugar 
Trust is not friendly to the idea of getting 
Cuban sugar with a 20 per cent. reduction 
if all other possible markets are to be cut 
off by the same agreement. With the 
other sources of supply cut off, the Cuban 
planters can ask higher prices for the raw 
product than the trust would like to pay. 
With annexation and the possibility of 
reciprocity with other sugar-producing 
countries. the trust would have things 
largely its own way. It is not unreason- 
able to expect that the twenty-six Demo- 
eratic votes in opposition can be manip- 
wiated by the two or three Republican 
Senators who will ostensibly line up with 
their party but secretly will be working 
against the treaty. It is of course easy 
to see that the opposition Senators can 
discuss the whole question until it dies 
with the session. That is something to 
be expected, no matter how radiant the 
prospect may be represented by the ma- 
jority Senators. 

The treaties with the Barbadoes, Brit- 
ish Guiana and. Jamaica kept pending be- 
fore the Senate were provided for in Section 
4 of the Dingley law, and have been the 
subject of negotiation and contention ever 
since the present tariff went into effect. In 
some cases it has been shown by testi- 
mony before the committee that tariff rates 
were raised by the negotiating countries 
for the express purpose of getting the best 
of the bargain with this country. It has 
heen asserted in the Senate that Mr. Ding- 
ley made a large number of the rates in his 
tariff exceptionally high for the purpose 
of trading off in reciprocity agreements, 
Most of these island treaties were proposed 
as a scheme by Great Britain to obtain for 
her colonies advantages from the United 
States, while the bulk of the trade of the 
islands would still go, as heretofore, to 
the mother country. 

While under the Blaine policy of reci- 
procity fifteen treaties were negotiated in 
three months, these Dingley trade treaties 
have hung fire for six years, They are now 
to be offered up as a sacrifice to get votes 
for Cuban reciprocity. For instance. the 
beet sugar Senators, notably from Michi- 
man, Nebraska, and California, will be will- 
ing to support the Cuban treaty, it is said. 
if they are assured that. the programme of 
reduction on sugar is@to stop with the 
Cubdn agreement. The California Senators 
are further induced to surrender their op- 
position from the fact that among the 
treaties to be killed in order to give life to 
the Cuban treaty is the arrangement with 
Jamaica which has been most strenuously 
keent by the citrus growers of the Pacific

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National Board of Trade Urges Con- 
gress to Follow the Lines Laid 
Down by President McKinley. 


WASHINGTON, Jan: 15.—The National 
Board of Trade to-day adopted a sertes of 
resolutions in favor of reciprocity. The 
resolutions were presented by Nathan 
French of the Illinois Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, on behalf of the Committee on 
Reciprocity. The important resolution of 
the series is that following the preamble. 
It reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the National Board of Trade 
urges legislation on the part of the National Con- 
gress regarding reciprocal trade relations along 
the lines laid down by the late President Mc- 
Kinley in his last address at Buffalo and by 
President Roosevelt in his recent message to 
Congress, including the ratification of the treaty 
with France and the other treaties negotiated 
under the Administration of President McKinley, 
now pending in the Senate, and further urges 
the negotiation of treaties on the same lines with 
Germany and other countries. 

Other resolutions specifically declare in 
favor of the ratification of the Cuban 
treaty and the Newfoundland treaty, and 
urge the desirability of a reciprocity treaty 
with Canada. 

A minority report was submitted, signed 
by John Hopwe!], Henry W. Peabody, and 
J. T. McHugh, which read: ‘‘ We concur 
in the foregoing except the closing lines of 
the first resolution.”’ 

Mr. Frenci championed the adoption of 
the majority report in a convincing speech. 
Mr. Peabody and Mr. McHugh defended 
the action of the minority. Mr. La Lanne 
of Philadelphia seconded a motion to adopt 
the majority repert, and the convention 
sustained the motion unanimously. Mr. La 
Lanne said experience had shown that ad- 
versity usually follows prosperity, and he 
said he looked fcrward to a ‘‘ very great 
panic, the greatest ever known, because of 
the expansion we have had.’’ He consid- 
ered reciprocity of immeasurable benefit to 
the country at large. 


ANTI-TRUST BILL DELAYED. 


House Sub-Committee Confers with At- 
torney General and Finds It Needs 
More Time. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The following 
statement was given out late this afternoon 
by the sub-committee of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, which is charged with the 
preparation of an anti-trust bill. 

We have had a conference with the Attorney 
General, and we have been tnformally consider- 
ing among other things his suggestions, as well 
as discussing the general form of the legislation. 
No ,definite action has been taken by the sub- 
committee, and we shall not be prepared to re- 
port to the full committee before the early part 
of next week. 

The sub-committee had fully expected to 
complete a bill to-day and report it to the 
full committee to-morrow, but found after 
the conference with the Attorney General 
that more time will be required. One of 
the objects of the talk with the Attorney 
General was to get the bill in legal form 
that will stand the test of the courts. The 
positive assertion was made that there has 
been no hitch to occasion the delay. ‘It 
is simply a question now of perfecting the 
bill,” said one member of the Sub-commit- 
tee.

FAMINE-STRICKEN SWEDEN. 


About 70,000 Persons Reduced to Eating 
Pine Bark and Moss. 
LONDON, Jan. 


Lo 


15.—Telegrams from 
Stockholm, Sweden, confirm the distress- 
ing accounts of the famine in Northern 
Sweden, as given in these despatches. 
About /70,000 persons are affected by the 
famine, which extends from the sixty- 
first to the sixty-seventh degree north 
latitude and from the Gulf of Bothnia and 
the Russian border far into the interior. 
The starving people are eating pine bark, 
which is dried, ground to powder, mixed 
with stewed Iceland moss and made into 
a kind of famine bread, 

Coincident with the failure of crops is 
the extreme scarcity of fish. The fisher- 
men return from their expeditions empty 
handed. Even ptarmigan, usually found 
in great numbers in the stricken district, 
have almost completely disappeared. 

It is estimated that the expenditure of 


about $6,300,000 will be neccessary to save 
the population from decimation. Thus far 
about §200,000 has been subscribed, of 
which sum over $12,500 was sent by Swedes 
in the United States. This amount does 
not include the money necessary to save 
the breed of cattle which alone can live 
through an Artic Winter, or supply seed 
for the Spring sowings.

Roosevelt. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Baron Speck von 


Sternberg, the newly “Appointed Chargé 
a’Affaires of Germany at Washington, 
spent the greater part of the day at the 
Foreign Office. He probably wili be re- 
ceivgd by the Emperor in audience next 
Saturday. 

The Baron said to-day: “His Majesty 
has been pleased to commit to my care 
one of the dearest objects of his external 
policy—that of extending our friendship 
with the United States. This is for me a 
delightful work, The circumstances of each 
country place it beyond the jealousy and 
fear of the other, and we have at present 
good-will, admiration, and respect to build 
upon. 

“His Majesty so thoroughly appreciates 
the capabilities of Americans; their fair 
and brilliant women; their genius; their 
liveliness of disposition; the ease with 
which they do immense things, and their 
Joyalty to high aims, that my work will 
be facilitated in every way by his Govern- 
ment.’* 

“ Standing on either side of the entrance 
to the private office of the American Am- 
bassador here are busts of George Wash- 
ington and Frederick the Great. These 
busts have been in the embassy and in the 
ministry before it_since the early part of 
the past century. When I have called at 
the embassy they always seemed to me to 
symbolize the relations between the peoples 
of Germany and of the United States. 

“Since the Union was founded, since 
Frederick the Great recognized the inde- 
pendence of the American Colonies, the 
good-will of the House of Hohenzollern to- 
ward them has continued without interrup- 
tion up to the present moment. 

“‘ Neither Prussia nor Germany has ever 
had a ‘ diplomatic incident’ with the Unit- 
ed States. Once or twice a portion of the 
people of one country, not understanding 
the aims and motives of the other, has 
given play to unsympathetic feelfhges and 
suspicions. The Germans are sensitive and 
the Americans are sensitive, and the press 


of both countries is free; hence it came 
about that certain German newspapers of- 
fended the American people during the 
Spanish war, although the German Govern- 
ment preserved a perfectly correct and 
neutral @emeanor at that time. 

“It has happened also that a portion of the 
American press attributed to Germany un- 
worthy and covert aims in the Venezuelan 
dispute. I am happy to say in behalf of 
my Government that we neither have, nor 
ever have had, any purpose in connection 
with Venezuela, other than to protect Ger- 
man_ residents there. 

“One of my immediate duties, after pre- 
senting my credentials, will be to join in 
the negotiations in Washington for a final 
understanding with Venezuela. Although 
this question is not susceptible to instant 
settlement, Germany approaches it with 
most tolerant views since President Castro 
has shown a willingness to recognize that 
we have grounds for grievance. 

“The position of theycontroversy is such 
that we may expect a conclusion measur- 
ably satisfactory to each Government in- 
terested. The German Government feels 
grateful to the United States for the part 
they have taken in advancing the adjust- 
ment that is now clearly in prospect. 

“The Venezuelan affair will cause no 
further difficulty if all the’ persons con- 
cerned are of the Roosevelt type. The 
Monroe Doctrine is an unwritten law. with 
Americans, and President Roosevelt inter- 
prets it, as he has on several occasions em- 
phasized to the world, as a measure mak- 
ing for peace. As regards the Venezuelan 
question, I trust confidently in the Presi- 
dent’s sense of justice and in the tact of 
his eminent advisers. 

Talking of trade competition between 
Germany and the United States, Baron 
Speck von Sternberg said: 

“Commercial rivalry will not prevent 
us from liking each other if we play the 
game fairly. When you are beaten on a 
point you are displeased with yourself 
rather than with the other fellow, if he 
has shown good feeling and fairness. Bach 
of our countries has its strong points and 
is proud of them, but I conceive it pos- 
sible to be all the more interested in each 
other during the interludes of the game 
because we are competitors. 

“Perhaps I am more optimistic about 
the situation as a result of my personal 
knowledge of American character. I lived 
there a long time, and my American 
friends openly tell me.that I am about 
as much of an American as they are. 
Well, I was born in England, my mother 
was English-Scotch, my wife comes from 
Kentucky, and my father was a German, 
so I suppose that with such relations I have 
a certain claim on America.” 


FEAR OF A TARIFF WAR. 


German Legislators Hesitate Before Re- 
stricting the United States. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15.~—In the Reichstag to- 
day, during the debate on Baron Heyl zu 
Herrnsheim’s resolution asking the Gov- 
ernment to denounce the most-favored-na- 
tion treaties. directed against the United 
States and Argentina, and a substitute re- 
questing the Government to denounce trea- 
ties with countries where experience had 
shown that the most-favored-nation clause 
was injurious to Germany's interests, Herr 
Bernstein, Socialist, said the resolutions 
meant a tariff war and that tariff wars 
should not be entered upon lightly with a 
country like the United States, nor with 
Argentina, whence Germany drew a large 
supply of wool. 

Count von Kanitz, the Agrarian leader, 
expressed astonishment at the fact that the 
Government had -not denounced the com- 
mercial treaties before Dec, 3], considering 
that agricultural produce in Germany does 
not pay for the cost of production. The

Count von Kanitz, continuing, said: 

_ This fear is wholly unjustified, for the 
United States has much greater interest in 
trading with Germany than vice versa,”

Acting upon our interpretation of the most 
favored nation treaty, we asked the United 
States to.extend to Germany the conces- 
siors made to France. It was upon this 
occasion that the United States’s divergent 
view came to our knowledge, Washington 
having pointed out that the most-favored- 
nation principle referred only to conditions 
sntecedent to the treaty of 1828.

Volunteer Clause in New Army Reform 
Bill Yields Poor Results.

LONDON, Jan. 16.—The Times cor- 
respondent at Brussels says that the ap- 
plication of the volunteering clauses of 
the new Army Reform bill has not yield- 
ed the results anticipated by the Govern- 
ment. 

The number of volunteer applicants 
who would receive a franc daily, like the 
regulars, has been far below the es- 
timate, and more than half of those ap- 
plicants were disqualified on physical 
grounds. 

The reason for the failure, the cor- 
respondent adds, is the inadequate pay, 
the cost of the army per head of popula- 
tion does not exceed S francs. 


KWANGSI’S TRICKY GOVERNOR. 


Believed to be Magnifying Brigandage 
in the Interests of France.

MACEDONIANS SEEK TROUBLE. 


Openly Boast That Prince Ferdinand Is 
Powerless to Check Their Movement.

LONDON, Jan. 16.—The Times's Vien- 
na correspondent says that the boasts 
of the Macedonian Committee that 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria is power- 
less to check their movement when they 
take action during the coming Spring is 
not without foundation. There are 600 
Macedonians among the officer's of the 
Bulgarian Army and at least 100,000 
emigrants in Bulgaria. 

There are 115,000 Turkish troops wait- 
ing to cross the border and give a warm 
reception to the Macedonian bands, but 
if the latter are defeated and the lead- 
ers manage to rouse another Bulgarian 
atrocities agitation, it will be impossible 
to foresee the consequences. 

The assurances that the Macedonians 
had brought their blood upon their own 
heads by their wanton political intrigue 
would not satisfy public opinion, and the 
result of the Greco-Turkish war shows 
that the victorious Turk might be de- 
prived of the fruits of success. 


Sheng to Retain His Office.

He is in the 
thrall of the mystic, symbolic trend of the 
younger French and Belgian poets, ond il- 
lustrates in his music what thev have put 
into verse.

Procucts 
though they are of the same general move- 
ment and tendency cf thouzht, they are 
antitheses in their contents and form of ex- 
pression. Verlaine’s verses ure an «xX jiisite 
apostrophe to the morning star paling be- 
fore the approaching sunrise, full of a 
iremulous ecstacy, and with vivid touches 
of the joy of nature at the coming of the 
miraculous dawn. 

Mr. Loeffler has expressed this in music 
of high originality, subtle feeling, vivid 
picturesque quality, and, above all, of 
fastidious distinction. There is morning 
freshness in it and the mood of exaltation. 
His musical inspiration has an individual 
note that is reminiscent only of himself. 
The prelude is a strain of high and delicate 
poesy, with its suggestions of the paling 
Star, the quails calling in the thyme, the 
lark mounting skyward, the dew upon the 
hay: the feeling is idyllic, the instrumen- 
tation deliciously luminous and full of 
significance of the sounds and sights of 
out-of-doors, The climaxes are of swelling 
sonority; the mood becomes ne of poignant 
longing, the music agitated, the instru- 
mental color deeper and richer, and there 
is an outpouring of all the eloquence of 
the orchestra. The charm and the subtle 
spirit of beauty that are in the piece are 
not to be resisted. 

Rollinat is described 
strange and ‘‘macabre,"’ as the French say. 
So are his verses, the “ Villanelle du Dia- 
ble," with their two refrains, ‘Hell's a- 
burning, burning, burning "—‘‘the Devil, 
prowling, runs about."' Mr. Loeffler has 
had in them a clear field for a vivid imag- 
ination and grotesque invention. He has 
not transcended the limits of what is 
really musical expression as they are un- 
derstood to-day; and his illustrations of 
the couplets, as the annotator justly re- 
marks, are suggestive rather than literal. 
He has resorted to many ingenious tech- 
nical devices, and the result is at least 
fantastic and of curious interest, if not of 
inherent musical beauty. Mr. Loeffler, 
who played as a member of the orchestra 
during the performance of his works, was 
enthusiastically greeted at its close and 
made to bow his acknowledgments sev- 
eral times. 

Mr. Schroeder's playing of Saint-Saéns’s 
violoncello concerto was of supreme mas- 
tery. Violoncello concertos do not in gen- 
eral stand very high in the scale of musicai 
things, but this one is a truly musical com- 
position; it in some measure at least repays 
the expenditure of Mr. Schroeder's artistic 
labors upon it, Like allof its class, it makes 
the instrument do and say many things that 
are foreign to its nature; but as a great 
coloratura singer can evolve dramatic 
significance out of trumpery vocal fiori- 
ture upon occasion, so Mr. Sehroeder made 
the equivalent passages in the concerto 
seem almost like music and the natural ex- 
pressionof the violoncello. Tranquil and un- 
erring ;\mastery of all the most difficult 
propositions in technique that confront the 
player was in his playing; and much _ be- 
sides, in the noble dignity and breadth of 
his phrasing, his repose of style, and the 
unctuous beauty and bigness of his tone. 
The audience was deeply stirred by his 
piaying and summoned him several times 
to receive its expressions of delight. 

It was highly significant in more ways 
than one that the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra should produce before its public, 
at one concert, from its own ranks, a 
composer of such original power, and a 
player who represents the finest accom- 
plishment in his art.

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ANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks heavy. 


« 


Money easy, 21446@4% per cent. on call. 


While money was easier yesterday and 
exchange lower, the stock market was 
dull and heavy. As the bull manipula- 
tion of last week failed to inSpire any 
large measure of outside interest, so the 
reaction of this week has not led to pub- 
lic participation in the market. Declin- 
ing prices have been accompanied by @ 
reduced volume of speculation. The mar- 
ket scems to have become dead-locked. 
The situation in regard to Erie was 
largely responsible for this. Erie com- 
mon was much less active yesterday, but 
there were increased transactions in the 
preferred stocks and continued large 
dealings in the bonds. While the com- 
mon stock was -weak the preferred 
stoeks, and especially the first, were 
strong. The.Street still awaited some 
authoritative statement from an official 
scurce regarding the company. 

The two leading industrials, Sugar and 
Amalgimated Copper, were compari- 
tively active. The latter advanced on 
the declaration of its regular dividend, 
but later lost all the gain. Sugar was no- 
tably weak, without, however, any spe 
cial news to explain its decline, although 
rome were inclined to attribute it to Mr. 
Havemeyer’s speech in criticism of the 
provesed anti-trust legislation. What 
Mr. Havemeyer said on this question 
represents the Wall Street view of the 
problem that is now occupying so much 
of. the attenticn of Congress. The re- 
marks of the head of the great Sugar 
Trust might be interpreted as indicating 
a fear of radical legislation, but that 
has nat been the prevailing impression. 
The market as a whole’ was subject to 
some depressioh on a report that there 
is ground for apprehension of foreign, 
that is to say, German, interference with 
our Isthmian Canal plans, but this was 
denied by Panama Canal representatives. 

The banks are still gaining from the 
Treasury and the interior, and the out- 
look is for another favorable bank state- 
ment. Though money is easier, it is no- 
iiceable that the demand for bonds is 
much less active than is usually antici- 
pated at this period of the year. The 
heavy buying of grain for export con- 
tinued yesterday. There is much less 
talk about gold shipments.

SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 


With the Erie shares contributing one- 
fourth of the entire market transactions, 
which, all told, exceeded little more than 
500,000 shares, there is not much to be 
said of the movements in particular stocks 
—this because few issues were affected by 
developments or news special to them. 

The continued strength of Hocking Val- 
ley gave color to the report (about which 
no official information is vet obtainable), 


that the reorganization plan is about per- 
fected. 

An interesting story in connection with 
the recent heavy buying of Ontario and 
Western is that it has been by Canadian 
Pacific interests, and that the Ontario and 
Western will be used to give the Canadian 
road entrance into New Yark. 

The strength of the Gould stocks was on 
the revival of the report that the Greater 
Missouri Pacific system will shortly be an 
accomplished fact. Best information, how- 
ever, is that nothing in that direction will 
be done until the legality of the Northern 
Securities Company is determined. 

The declaration of the regular quarterly 
dividend on Great Northern preferred puts 
an end for the time being at least to the 
talk of a ‘‘ melon cutting’ for the benefit 
of shareholders of the company. Not a 
share of the stock was dealt in yesterday. 

Manipulation on a small scale appeared 
in.the Ice Trust Stocks and explains their 
rise. 

The buying of the Atchison shares came 
largely from the same interests who have 
been steadily buying the stocks for some 
time. There was some talk of competitive 
buying between Rock Island and Pennsy]- 
vania Railroad interests. 


ERIE THE FEATURE. 

Az on a recent previous day, so yesterday 
the Erie.shares occupied the lion’s’ share 
of attention, contributing one-fourth of the 
entire market transactions. Coincidently 
there was unusual activity on the general 
lien 4s. One house is credited with having 


bought $1,200,000 of these in the last three’ 
days. Inasmuch. as the bonds have voting 
power the buying is regarded as especially 
significant. 

As for the stocks, they were for the 
greater part of the day decidedly stronger, 
but later they sold off under what was 
apparently professional pressure—some of 
it induced by the uncertainty surrounding 
the disposition of the property. 


SUGAR TRUST STOCK. 

Sugar Trust stock was the distinctly weak 
feature of the list, selling down over two 
points on transactions involving more than 
35,000 shares and closing at practically the 
lowest for the day. The action of the stock 
was a distinct disappointment to many bulls 
or, it in the Street, some ‘of whom had 
bought in the morning on the announce- 
met: from Washington that the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty had been favorably reported 

y the Foreign Relations Committee. 

Séveral reasons were offered for the de- 
cline. One of these was that ee 
Havemeyer’s annual statement to the 
stockholders gave little hope of an increased 
divicgend; another was alleged disappoint-

THE, SELLING OF ST. PAUL. 


Brokers said to be acting for James R. 
Keene were the heaviest sellers of St. Paul 
during theeday. In some quarters it was 
reported that Mr. Keene was bearish on the 
general market, while in others it was de- 
clared that he had sold heavily on the ad- 
vance last week and was yesterday cover- 
ing his outstanding short contracts, using 
St. Paul to depress the list, and thereby 
tacilitate purchases elsewhere. 

Pecause of the long delay in issuing the 
new St. Paul stock recently authorized, 
there is an impression in some parts of the 
street that the stook, with its incidental 
rights. mer never be ‘issued. Hence the 
bezrish feeling on the issue in many broker- 
age offices. 

On the highest authority it can be stated 
that the shareholders will not be kept much 
longer waiting for the new stock, which 
may be issued now at any time. 


MICHIGAN CENTRAL UP. 

Michigan Central, which on Wednesday 
distinguished itself by breaking nearly 50 
points to 126, on the transfer of 150 shares, 
yesterday advancea 9 points, to 135, on:a 
single hundred-share transaction. The 
buyer was said to be a Vanderbilt interest 
and the seller the same speculator who was 
obliged to part with the stock on the pre- 
vious day at so great a sacrifice. The ne- 
cessity for his selling is understood not to 
have been so imperative yesterday as on 
Wednesday, and hence the stock was not 
pressed for sale 2s it was on that day. 

The closing quotation shows 135 bid for 
the stock and 150 asked. 


UNITED STATES SHIPBUILDING. 
The shares of the United States Ship- 
building Company appeared on the board 
yesteray, but not a single trade was made 
in them. Their appearance was the occa- 
sion for a emall-sized stock market sensa- 
tion, in that the initial quotation for the 
common stock was 3 bid, 20 asked, as com- 
pared with the last curb quotation of 16 
bid, 20 asked.

CANADIAN PACIFIC.

A BEAR PARTY AT WORK. 

The aé¢tion of the market yesterday tends 
tc bear out the theory held in many bank- 
ing houses for several days that an organ- 
ized bear party is again at work in the 
market, and huis some clever leaders at its 
head. 

A great deal cof yesterday's selling was 
said to come from these bears, and in con- 
sequence the shor: interest in the market 
has been considerably increased. 


PIG IRON MARKET’S STRENGTH. 

It was a noticeable fact that in yester- 
day’s market the shares of the various iron 
and steel companies showed greatest re- 
sistance to any pressure, in some instances 
actual strength developing. 

This is attributed to the phenomenal ac- 
tivity in all departments of the industry. 
Apropos of this, Rogers, Brown & Co. have 
this to say of the pig iron market: 

Whatever uncertainty existed in December as 
to the real strength of the market has disap- 
peared before January is half over. Instead ot 
taking a downward turn, as the great majority 
of consumers confidently looked for with the 
advent of 1903, prices show a stiffening ten- 
dency. This in spite of the fact that buying 
has been practically suspended for over two 
months and is still on a scale not exceeding 25 
per cent. of the actual melt that ts going on. it 
is, of course, due to the fact that the furnaces 
in all districts are practically sold for the first 
half of the year and not disposed to make con- 
cessions on their small unsold remnant.

PURCHASES ON REPRESENTATIONS.—A de- 
cision of much interest to merchants and 
business men in general was rendered 
lately by Justice Mayer of the Court 
Special Sessions, who passed upon the suf- 


ficiency—to hold for grand larceny—of cer- | 


tain false representations made by two de- 
fendants A complainant, after having 
jiearned from a broker that Isaac and Solo- 


mon Ozdcba wanted to sell their business |! 


and stock of dry goods, went to the store 
of the Ozdobas with a Mr. Chapman. The 
Ozd5bas showed their goods, which the 
complainant and Chapman saw were of a 
good quality, and guaranteed the value of 
the goods and the number of yards in each 
pitce. The interview was on a Saturday. 
The complainant then paid earnest money 
of $500 and a balance of $3,100 on the fol- 
lowing’ Monduy. On that day a bill of sale 
was drawn up, which contained the repre- 
sentations made by the defendants in clear 
and unequivocal language. Late on Mon- 
day afternoon the complainant found a 
number of parcels containing goods of a 
superior quality on top of parcels of goods 
of a very inferior quality. and so arranged 
that the conditior could have been discov- 
ered only by « detailed examination of each 
piece or parcel of goods. Justice Mayer has 
decided that the Ozdobas must be held for 
trial. He said, in part: ‘‘In a community 
where there are daily and quick transac- 
tions in business. a purchaser has a right 
tu reiy upon such representations as were 
made here. [t would be subversive of the 
whole structure of honest business deal- 
ings if merchants who are buying stocks 
of goods in bulk were required to examine 
ench yard of goods while they were being 
induced, in part at least, to make a pur- 
chase hy the representations of the vendor. 
One of the purposes which the Legislature 
sought to accomplish by the enactment of 
thet part of Sectior 528 of the Penal Code, 
which is here appticable, was to throw rea- 
sonable Safeguards around just such trans- 
actions as that involved in the case at

INTEREST ON PROPERTY VALUATION.—On 
the question whether, in condemnation 
proceedings, where title to the property 
to be acquired was by resolution of the 
appropMate board vested in the city before 
the confirmation of the Commissioners’ 
report, the Commissioners of Estimate and 
Assessment are authorized to include 
assessment for benefit 
on the valuation of the property from the 
date of the vesting of. title to the date of 
their report, Justice Scott has decided 
that they are. He points out that before 
the adoption of the new charter it was 
impossible for Commissioners of Estimate 
and Assessment to include interest, because 
they had no means of foretelling when the 
city would pay the principal. Section 
990 of the charter provides that “interest
